Laboratory  Facilities. 

Laboratory  work  is  carried  out  on  behalf  of  the  Department  by  the 
County  Public  Health  Laboratory  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  Emergency 
Laboratory,  both  situated  at  Winchester. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Council  own  two  motor  ambulances,  one  for  infectious  disease 
and  one  for  non-infectious  and  accident  cases.  The  removal  of  infectious 
cases  is  undertaken  for  three  neighbouring  authorities  and  non-infectious 
and  accident  cases  for  one  of  these  authorities. 

A report  on  the  working  of  the  Service  is  included  in  the  report  of 
the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  who  is  in  charge  of  the  Ambulance 
Department.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1947 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Farnborough  Urban  District  Council. 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  1947, 
and  the  Eighth  as  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Although  the  report  relates  to  the  work  of  the  Department  during 

1947,  the  financial  figures  relating  to  the  Public  Cleansing  and  Ambulance 
services  are  for  the  financial  year  ended  31st  March,  1948. 

The  coming  into  operation  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
1946,  will  bring  about  great  changes  in  the  public  health  service  during 

1948,  but  the  sanitary  and  environmental  hygiene  services  will  not  be 
affected  and  will  remain  under  the  control  of  District  Councils. 

Substantial  progress  was  made  during  the  year  and  we  can  claim 
that  a reasonable  standard  of  sanitary  administration  was  maintained. 

Our  Public  Cleansing  and  Salvage  Organization  maintained  its 
efficient  service  to  the  district  at  a cost  of  a 6|d.  rate  but  increased  costs 
of  labour,  equipment  and  materials  and  reduced  working  hours  will 
make  it  impracticable  to  maintain  this  low  rate. 

The  salvage  section  of  the  Department  collected  and  returned  to 
industry  746  tons  of  raw  materials.  We  are  repeatedly  told  by  the 
Government  that  the  need  for  salvage  is  as  great  now  as  during  the  most 
critical  period  of  the  war  and  the  public  and  Local  Authorities  are 
urged  to  endeavour  to  increase  collections. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  was 
invited  to  prepare  a paper  entitled  “ Household  Refuse — Its  Problems 
and  Salvage  Potential  ” for  the  Annual  Conference  of  the  Sanitary 
In.spectors’  Association  to  be  held  in  Blackpool  in  June,  1948. 

.\rising  from  the  continued  increase  in  recent  years  of  outbreaks  of 
illness  caused  by  contaminated  food,  public  attention  has  been  drawn 
by  the  press  and  other  means  to  the  need  for  a greater  standard  of 
cleanliness  in  food  premises.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council 
decided  that  special  attention  be  given  to  this  work  during  1948. 

The  only  change  of  staff  in  the  Department  was  the  appointment 
in  June  of  Mr.  A.  L.  Wesley  as  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector,  but  being 
unable  to  obtain  housing  accommodation  he  only  remained  four  months 
and  the  position  was  vacant  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1 . WATER. 

Water  is  supplied  for  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District  by  the 
Mid-Wessex  Water  Company. 

Sources  of  Supply. 

The  supply  is  obtained  from  Pumping  Stations  at  Frimley,  Itchel, 
Greywell  and  Beenham’s  Heath  near  Wokingham. 

The  Frimley  water  is  drawn  from  springs  in  the  Bagshot  sands,  and 
at  Itchel,  Greywell  and  Beenham’s  Heath  from  deep  wells  in  chalk. 


Treatment. 

The  Frimley  water  has  a total  hardness  of  5.5  grains  per  gallon  and 
is  subjected  to  treatment  by  aeration,  in  subsiding  basins,  sand  filtration 
and  chlorination  before  being  pumped  into  supply. 

The  Itchel,  Greywell  and  Beenham’s  Heath  sources  have  a total 
hardness  of  19.5  grains  per  gallon,  and  at  all  these  stations  softening  by 
lime  process  is  carried  out,  in  addition  to  filtration  and  chlorination,  in 
order  to  reduce  the  hardness  to  the  statutory  limit  of  12  grains  per  gallon. 


Purity  of  Supply. 

.\11  sources  are  practically  sterile  in  the  raw  state,  before  treatment, 
but  all  are  given  a precautionary  dose  of  chlorine  during  the  normal 
process  of  treatment,  in  conformity  with  modern  waterworks  practice. 

Samples  of  water  are  taken  regularly  by  the  Company  before  and 
after  treatment  at  the  works  and  in  supply.  They  are  regularly  examined 
at  frequent  intervals  by  the  Company’s  resident  Chemist  and 
Bacteriologist,  and  in  addition,  samples  are  submitted  to  the  Counties 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  independent  examination  and  report  at 
regular  intervals. 

The  reports  during  the  past  year  on  all  treated  waters  have  shown 
a consistently  high  standard  of  organic  and  bacterial  purity. 

A new  laboratory  containing  the  most  up-to-date  equipment  for 
water  examination,  is  now  in  course  of  construction  in  the  grounds 
adjoining  the  Head  Offices,  to  replace  the  temporary  laboratory  hitherto 
situated  at  Wokingham. 

Conditions  of  Supply  Generally. 

The  supply  to  all  premises  connected  with  the  Urban  District  is 
constant,  and  laid  on  directly  from  the  main  to  the  house  taps.  Outside 
standpipes  are  mainly  used  for  such  purposes  as  gardens  or  car  washing. 
Their  use  for  domestic  purposes  is  discouraged  and  only  in  exceptional 
circumstances  allowed. 
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During  1947  the  demand  for  water  reached  a record  level,  which 
was  sustained  over  a long  period  during  the  dry  summer,  but  adequate 
supplies  were  at  all  times  available  without  the  necessity  for  imposing 
restrictions. 

With  a few  exceptions  all  houses  in  the  district  are  provided  with  a 
piped  supply  from  the  mains. 

The  water  from  a well  serving  a house  in  the  North  Ward  was 
submitted  for  analysis  and  found  satisfactory.  Periodical  samples  from 
the  public  supply  were  taken  by  the  Department  and  all  were  satisfactory. 

I am  obliged  to  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Mid-Wessex  Water  Company 
for  information  supplied  for  this  section  of  the  Report. 

2.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

There  are  two  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  district,  one  situated  at 
South  Farnborough  and  the  other  in  Cove. 

Eleven  cesspools  in  the  districts  are  emptied  weekly  by  the  Council 

One  dwelling-house  in  Cove  Road  situated  more  than  100  feet  from 
the  Council’s  sewer,  the  drainage  of  which  was  unsatisfactory,  was 
connected  to  the  sewer. 

Following  upon  the  service  of  a statutory  notice  under  Section  39, 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  a farm,  dairy  and  house  adjacent  provided 
with  a cesspool  which  had  become  insufficient  for  the  drainage  of  the 
premises,  and  was  causing  pollution  to  adjacent  water  courses,  were 
re-drained  and  connected  to  the  sewer.  In  order  to  do  this  the  Council 
brought  a sewer  to  within  100  feet  of  the  premises. 

3.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  effluent  from  the  Disposal  Works  in  the  South  Ward  discharges 
into  the  River  Blackwater,  which  is  a tributary  of  the  Thames,  whilst 
that  from  the  Disposal  Works  in  the  West  Ward  discharges  into  the 
Cove  Brook,  which  is  a tributary  of  the  River  Blackwater.  These 
streams  are  under  the  control  of  the  Thames  Conservancy  Board  for  the 
prevention  of  pollution. 

4.  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

With  the  exceptions  mentioned  below  all  premises  in  the  district 
are  provided  with  fresh  water  closets. 

There  are  appi'oximately  twenty  pail  closets  in  use,  most  of  them 
situated  more  than  100  feet  from  the  sewer.  Two  of  these  are  emptied 
twice  weekly  by  private  contractors  on  behalf  of  the  Council.  One  pail 
closet  belonging  to  a private  dwelling-house  was  replaced  by  a water 
closet  during  the  year. 

5.  PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

There  is  an  insufficiency  of  public  conveniences  in  the  district 
particularly  in  the  South  Ward. 

The  cleansing  of  Public  Conveniences  is  under  the  control  of  your 
Engineer  and  Surveyor. 
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6.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE. 

General. 

Your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  is  responsible  for  the  collection  and 
disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse  and  the  collection  and  disposal  of 
salvage. 

Three  separate  collections  of  refuse  and  salvage  are  operated, 
namely  {a)  Dustbin  refuse  ; {b)  General  Salvage,  and  (c)  Kitchen  waste. 
We  endeavoured  to  maintain  a weekly  emptying  of  dustbins;  salvage  is 
collected  weekly  and  kitchen  waste  twice  each  week . W e maintained  salvage 
and  kitchen  waste  collections  at  these  regular  intervals  throughout  the 
year,  but  owing  to  the  shortage  of  vehicles  there  were  periods  when  we 
could  only  empty  dustbins  once  a fortnight.  This  gave  rise  to  some 
complaints  of  overflowing  or  insanitary  bins,  but  upon  investigation  it 
was  invariably  found  that  the  bins  contained  salvage  or/and  kitchen 
waste  which  ought  not  to  be  there.  If  salvage  and  kitchen  waste  is 
kept  out  of  the  bins  there  is  little  left  but  ashes  and  other  inert  materials 
which  do  not  make  dustbins  insanitary. 

Salvage. 

During  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1948,  746  tons  of  salvaged 
materials  were  returned  to  industry  which  is  equivalent  to  3.3  cwts. 
of  salvage  from  each  household  or  premises  in  the  district.  The  revenue 
therefrom  amounted  to  £3,544,  the  highest  income  we  have  received  in 
any  one  year  since  the  scheme  commenced.  This  brings  the  total  amount 
of  materials  salvaged  in  Farnborough  since  1939  to  6,098  tons,  producing 
an  income  to  the  Council  of  £22,700. 

Although  the  figures  are  considerably  higher  than  the  average  for 
Urban  Districts  generally  and  we  were  commended  on  our  results  by 
the  Director  of  Salvage  and  Recovery,  Board  of  Trade,  there  is  still 
room  for  improvement.  Only  three-quarters  of  the  amount  of  waste 
paper  collected  in  the  peak  year  1943  was  salvaged  during  the  twelve 
months,  yet  far  more  paper  is  being  distributed.  Paper  put  in  dustbins 
or  carelessly  burnt,  is  revenue  lost  to  the  district.  From  a National 
point  of  vdew  it  is  even  more  important.  The  paper  which  is  being  lost 
all  over  the  country  makes  it  necessary  to  import  waste  paper  from 
abroad  and  seriously  retards  the  country’s  reconstruction  programme. 

The  high  figure  for  kitchen  waste  collected  per  1 ,000  of  the  population 
is  very  satisfactory. 

The  Salvage  Stewards  Scheme  continued  to  operate  in  the  district 
and  our  605  Salvage  Stewards  performed  their  duties  on  the  whole 
very  satisfactorily.  It  has  been  extended  to  cover  the  new  Housing 
Estates  and  this  has  required  the  enrolment  of  50  new  Stewards. 

Waste  Paper. 

178  tons  of  paper  were  collected  and  sold  producing  a revenue  of 
£1,219. 

.\lthough  the  tonnage  was  higher  than  in  1946,  we  have  a long  way 
to  go  before  the  peak  year  of  1943  is  equalled  when  272  tons  of  waste 
paper  were  collected  in  the  district. 

A supply  of  sandbags  in  which  to  save  paper  was  obtained  and 
these  are  being  issued  to  individual  householders.  It  is  hoped  to  supply 
each  house  in  the  district  with  one  of  these  bags  during  1948.

The  Board  of  Trade  continued  the  “ Waste  Paper  Increased  Collection 
Allowance,”  which  resulted  in  a bonus  for  the  year  of  £34.  18s.  3d. 
The  purpose  of  this  bonus  is  to  assist  with  the  cost  of  local  publicity. 

During  the  year  the  Council  entered  into  a 5-year  contract  with 
Messrs.  Thames  Board  Mills  Ltd.,  for  the  purchase  of  our  output  of  waste 
paper.  Our  paper  was  sold  to  this  concern  prior  to  the  zoning  restrictions 
which  were  removed  during  the  year. 

Textiles. 

22  tons  of  textiles  were  collected,  2 tons  more  than  in  1946,  producing 
a revenue  of  £650. 

The  price  that  can  be  obtained  for  textiles  varies  according  to 
their  state  of  cleanliness,  i.e.,  freedom  from  dirt  and  ashes  and  their 
moisture  content.  By  our  system  of  collection  the  textiles  are  kept 
clean  and  dry,  and  as  a result,  very  satisfactory  prices  are  obtained. 

Bones. 

There  was  a further  decrease  in  the  bone  collection  which  totalled 
only  8 tons  for  the  year.  Although  they  are  in  great  need  it  is  difficult 
to  obtain  an  increase  in  the  quantity  of  bones  collected.  Whilst  the 
public  co-operated  well  during  the  war  years,  householders  do  not  like 
handling  and  storing  bones  which,  if  not  dried,  attract  flies  and  become 
a nuisance.  360  bone  receptacles  are  in  use  in  the  District,  located  at 
or  close  to  the  premises  of  the  Salvage  Stewards. 

Tins  and  Metals. 

118  tons  of  ferrous  scrap,  comprising  23  tons  of  heavy  iron  and 
95  tons  of  other  ferrous  scrap,  chiefly  tins,  were  salvaged,  together 
with  1 ton  of  non-ferrous  metals — brass,  aluminium,  lead,  etc.,  producing 
an  income  of  £206.  Tins  are  not  a remunerative  item  of  salvage,  but 
as  we  have  the  necessary  plant  it  is  better  to  bale  and  return  them  to 
industry  than  to  dispose  of  them  in  the  tip  where  they  are  troublesome 
to  handle. 

In  July  the  scrap  metal  baler  which  is  about  33  years  old,  and  has 
been  in  constant  use  for  the  past  8 years,  was  returned  to  the  Makers 
for  complete  overhaul.  The  machine  was  returned  during  August  and 
continued  to  give  excellent  service; 

Kitchen  Waste. 

363  tons  of  kitchen  waste,  sufficient  to  fatten  approximately  that 
number  of  pigs,  were  collected  and  delivered  to  the  Concentrator  Plant 
at  Aldershot  operated  by  Messrs.  National  By-Products  Limited,  on 
behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trade.  This  amount,  although  67  tons  less  than 
in  1946,  is  still  well  above  the  quota  laid  down  by  the  Board  of  Trade. 
In  my  opinion  the  decrease  was  caused  by  several  factors  ; an  increase 
in  private  collections,  private  poultry-keeping  and  the  shortage  of 
potatoes  necessitating  potato  rationing.  According  to  figures  obtained 
from  the  Food  Executive  Officer,  there  are  no  less  than  890  poultry-keepers 
in  the  district. 
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The  war  has  taught  us  one  good  thing  in  connection  with  refuse 
collection,  namely,  the  saving  and  collection  of  kitchen  waste.  It  is 
this  material  which  if  mixed  with  ashes  and  other  refuse  in  the  dustbin 
makes  the  contents  insanitary,  a potential  breeding  place  for  flies  and  a 
happy  hunting  ground  for  vermin.  Keep  kitchen  waste  out  of  the 
dustbin  and  we  achieve  a double  purpose — a sanitary  dustbin  and  a 
supply  of  valuable  animal  feeding  stuffs. 

The  kitchen  waste  collection  allowance  for  Local  Authorities  not 
operating  sterilisation  plants,  introduced  in  November,  1946,  was 
increased  by  the  Board  of  Trade  in  October,  1947,  from  10/-  to  17/6d. 
per  ton.  This  resulted  in  a total  bonus  for  the  year  of  £248. 

The  new  boiler  and  tank  for  the  washing  of  communal  bins  ordered 
in  1946  was  installed  at  the  Salvage  Works.  This  enabled  us  to  carry 
out  more  frequent  and  efficient  washing  of  the  bins. 

The  100  individual  containers  for  the  collection  of  kitchen  waste 
ordered  in  1946  were  received  in  October,  1947,  and  distributed  to 
tenants  on  the  Council’s  Hazel  Avenue  Estate.  68  householders  out  of 
100  accepted  a container,  and  from  check  weighings  of  kitchen  waste 
collected  for  two  weeks  before  and  after  the  issue  of  the  containers 
a considerable  increase  in  yield  was  shown  to  have  taken  place. 

A further  300  containers  were  delivered  towards  the  end  of  the 
year  and  distributed  in  the  Rafborough  area. 

It  is  hoped  to  eventually  extend  this  system  over  the  whole  district 
and  replace  the  much  abused  communal  street  bins.  The  individual 
household  receptacles  are  brought  to  the  front  of  the  premises  on 
collection  days  by  the  householder  and  emptied  twice  weekly. 

As  in  previous  years  considerable  trouble  was  experienced  by  the 
turning  over  of  kitchen  waste  bins  in  the  street  and  the  removal  and  loss 
of  lids.  This  practice  not  only  causes  inconvenience  and  a nuisance, 
but  is  a danger,  especially  when  the  bins  are  left  in  the  middle  of  the 
roads. 

This  serious  nuisance  was  reported  to  the  Civil  and  Military  Police 
Authorities.  The  Civil  Police  prosecuted  two  persons  for  alleged 
stealing  of  kitchen  waste  bin  lids  by  removing  them.  The  case  was 
heard  at  the  .\ldershot  Magistrates  Court  and  was  dismissed. 

Salvage  Works  Buildings. 

Extensions  were  carried  out  at  the  works  to  house  the  steam  plant 
for  the  washing  of  communal  bins  and  a building  was  erected  to  enable 
the  sorting  of  bottles  and  jars  to  be  carried  out  under  cover.  The  Council 
also  decided  to  instal  a hot-water  heating  system  for  the  cloakrooms 
but  this  work  was  not  carried  out  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Publicity. 

It  is  necessary  to  keep  the  need  for  salvage  continually  before  the 
public  if  results  are  to  be  maintained.  Central  publicity  is  carried  out 
in  the  press  and  on  the  radio,  but  National  publicity  does  not  take  the 
place  of  and  dispense  with  the  need  for  local  publicity,  which,  if  of  the 
right  type,  is  far  more  effective.

In  July  the  Department  took  part  in  the  Farnborough  War  Memorial 
Procession.  Five  vehicles  suitably  prepared  were  included  in  the  parade, 
providing  useful  salvage  publicity. 

Window  displays  obtained  from  the  Board  of  Trade  Publicity 
Department  were  displayed  in  shop  windows  in  the  district.  These 
displays,  stressing  the  need  for  salvage  are  a sound  advertising  medium, 
but  I feel  that  if  they  were  more  striking  and  original  they  would  be  of 
greater  value. 

The  special  hoardings  in  the  West  Ward  have  been  put  to  good  use 
during  the  year  by  means  of  locally  designed  and  prepared  posters. 
Unfortunately  those  in  the  South  Ward  had  to  be  removed  owing  to 
Bye-law  prohibition.  I consider  these  hoardings  a very  useful  method 
of  publicity  and  I hope  we  shall  be  able  to  obtain  an  alternative  site  in 
the  Southward. 

The  boards  on  the  sides  of  the  Freighters  were  kept  posted  with 
suitable  local  publicity. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

Every  endeavour  was  made  to  maintain  a weekly  emptying  of 
dustbins,  but  this  was  not  possible  throughout  the  whole  year.  Increased 
demands  on  the  service  due  to  rapid  development  of  the  Council’s  Housing 
Estates  placed  a severe  strain  on  our  small  fleet  of  vehicles.  When  a 
vehicle  was  off  the  road  for  repairs  a weekly  collection  of  ashes  could 
not  be  maintained.  This  will  be  the  case  until  an  additional  vehicle  is 
available. 

1,289  loads  of  refuse  were  collected.  This  is  an  increase  of  205 
loads  over  1946. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  Prospect 
Road  Tip.  The  tip  has  been  maintained  in  good  condition.  Sewage 
humus  obtained  from  the  Sycamore  Road  Sewage  Works  was  used  as 
a final  covering  material  and  this  has  proved  very  satisfactory.  At 
periodical  intervals  a mechanical  shovel  was  engaged  for  the  loading  of 
the  humus  which  resulted  in  a saving  both  of  time  and  money  over 
hand  loading. 

In  April,  a serious  fire  occurred  in  the  tip  and  it  was  nece,ssary  to  hire 
a mechanical  excavator  to  isolate  the  burning  portion,  which  was  eventually 
extinguished. 

Representations  were  made  to  the  Military  Authorities  regarding 
the  condition  of  a military  tip  in  the  area.  This  was  eventually  improved 
and  tipping  is  now  being  carried  out  in  a more  satisfactory  manner. 


Staff. 

The  staff  of  the  Cleansing  and  Salvage  Department  totalled  21 
workpeople  comprising  a Foreman,  15  men  and  5 women  or  girls. 
In  November,  Mrs.  Guymer,  a driver  who  had  been  employed  in  the 
Department  since  leaving  school,  terminated  her  employment  in  order 
to  join  her  husband  who  is  serving  in  H.M.  Forces.  Popular  both  with 
the  staff  and  the  public,  she  was  a valuable  member  of  the  Department.

Vehicles. 

The  following  vehicles  are  operated  for  the  collection  of  salvage 
and  household  refuse  : — 

1 rear  loading  moving  floor  S.D.  Freighter,  15  cubic  yards  capacity 
13  years  old. 

1 rear  loading  moving  floor  S.D.  Freighter,  15  cubic  yards  capacity, 
9 years  old. 

1 side  loading  Dennis  vehicle,  10  cubic  yards  capacity,  3 years  old. 

1 Commer,  3-ton  lorry,  ex-Army  vehicle,  7 years  old. 

In  June,  1946,  a reconditioned  engine  was  fitted  in  Freighter  No.  3, 
and  towards  the  end  of  the  year  Freighter  No.  2 was  repainted. 
Arrangements  had  also  been  made  for  the  repainting  of  Freighter  No.  3, 
but  this  work  had  to  be  deferred  as  we  could  not  spare  the  vehicle  owing 
to  pressure  of  work. 

Freighter  No.  2 is  used  for  the  collection  of  kitchen  waste  each 
morning  and  salvage  in  the  afternoons.  The  Commer  is  engaged  solely 
on  salvage  collection.  Freighter  No.  3 and  the  Dennis  are  engaged  on 
refuse  collection. 

Owing  to  the  age  of  the  vehicles  and  to  the  constant  use  to  which 
they  are  subjected,  more  repairs  were  required. 

General  maintenance  is  carried  out  by  our  two  Ambulance  Drivers, 
wlio  are  also  mechanics,  and  this  arrangement  results  in  a considerable 
saving  both  of  time  and  money. 

In  May  the  Council  decided  to  purchase  a new  rear  loading  moving 
floor  S.D.  Freighter,  but  this  vehicle  will  not  be  delivered  until  late 
in  1948. 

Trailers  are  used  in  conjunction  with  the  salvage  collection  lorries. 
A new  trailer  was  delivered  in  September  to  replace  one  which  had 
become  unfit  for  further  service. 

In  August  a report  was  made  to  the  Health  Committee  on  the 
method  of  collection  of  salvage  and  kitchen  waste  by  the  use  of  the 
Electric  “ Pony  ” Truck,  which  is  being  used  by  several  Local  Authorities. 
A demonstration  was  arranged  for  the  Committee  in  October,  at  which 
Mr.  W.  H.  Price,  m.b.e..  Cleansing  Superintendent  of  East  Ham,  was 
present  by  kind  permission  of  his  Council,  who  are  using  this  type  of 
vehicle  with  considerable  success.  The  Committee  was  very  impressed 
with  the  vehicle  and  recommended  that  three  be  obtained  for  use  in 
h'arnborough,  but  their  purchase  was  deferred  by  the  Council. 

Provision  of  Dustbins. 

The  supply  position  of  dustbins  of  B.S.  Specification  became  much 
easier  and  we  were  able  to  supply  all  requirements. 

193  dustbins  were  sold  by  the  Council  to  householders  and  owners 
of  property  in  the  district. 

143  informal  notices  requiring  the  provision  of  a dustbin  were 
served  and  of  this  number  98  were  complied  with. 

5 Statutory  Notices  under  the  provisions  of  Section  75,  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  were  also  served  and  all  were  complied  with. 
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The  Financial  Aspect  of  the  Cleansing  Service. 

The  gross  cost  of  refuse  and  salvage  collection  and  disposal  for  the 
year  ending  31st  March,  1948,  was  £8,722.  6s.  Id.  The  total  income 
was  £3,543.  18s.  7d.,  leaving  a net  cost  of  £5,178.  7s.  6d. 

This  service,  therefore,  which  includes  the  emptying  of  dustbins 
and  kitchen  waste  bins,  collecting  and  disposing  of  salvage  and  disposing 
of  refuse,  costs  Farnborough  a little  more  than  a penny  per  head  of  the 
population  per  week.

7.  SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA. 

Table  1 (appendix  A)  on  page  32  shows  the  number  of  inspections 
carried  out  during  the  year. 

8.  INSPECTION  OF  SHOPS. 

The  County  Council  are  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the 
Shops  Act  with  the  exception  of  the  provisions  of  Section  10,  Shops  Act, 
1934,  relating  to  sanitary  conveniences,  heating  and  ventilation.  These 
are  the  responsibility  of  your  Council. 

9.  SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Observation  was  kept  on  chimneys  coming  within  the  provisions  of 
the  Public  Health  Act  and  a number  of  complaints  were  dealt  with  by 
informal  action. 

Some  trouble  was  experienced  from  the  chimney  of  a furnace 
attached  to  a wood-working  factory,  the  furnace  being  used  for  the 
burning  of  saw-dust  and  shavings.  The  nuisance  was  brought  under 
control  and  is  being  kept  under  observation. 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  National  Smoke  Abatement  Society, 
and  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  is  a member  of  the  National  Executive 
Council  of  that  body. 

Gas  ignition  coke  grates  are  being  installed  in  the  new  liouses  on 
the  Hawley  Lane  Estate.  When  sufficient  and  suitable  coke  is  available 
there  need  be  little  smoke  from  this  area,  which  should  assist  the  campaign 
against  domestic  smoke  in  the  district. 

10.  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  is  a small  open-air  swimming  pool  in  the  district  owned  and 
managed  by  the  Council. 

11.  VERMIN  AND  INSECT  INFESTATION  CONTROL. 

One  Operative  is  employed  for  rodent  and  pest  control  work. 
Disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  other  workmen  in  the  Department. 
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Rodent  Destruction. 

This  work  was  actively  carried  on  during  the  year.  The  survey 
of  the  district  under  the  Private  Dwellings  Scheme  1946/47  was  completed 
by  the  31st  October,  1947.  372  premises  were  found  to  be  infested 

during  the  survey  (Rats  237,  Mice  135)  and  the  necessary  treatment  was 
carried  out.  A map  of  the  district  was  prepared  on  which  all  cases  of 
infestation  were  recorded  and  to  which  reference  can  be  made  before 
future  inspections.  The  number  of  premises  found  to  be  infested, 
namely,  454,  was  considerably  higher  than  last  year.  This  was  the 
result  of  the  survey  and  also  because  the  public  became  more  generally 
aware  of  the  service  which  is  available  to  them  without  charge.  A free 
service  of  rodent  control  to  all  private  dwellings  is  considered  essential 
in  order  to  obtain  maximum  co-operation  from  householders. 

Infestation  at  the  Refuse  Tip  and  Sewage  Works  was  rather 
persistent  during  the  year.  Repeated  invasions  were  experienced 
requiring  constant  supervision. 

The  following  table  which  includes  the  district  survey  gives  details

Rodent  Treatment  of  the  Sewers. 

A test  baiting  of  the  sewers  was  carried  out  in  July  and  it  was  found 
that  only  one  section  was  infested.  This  is  an  old  part  of  the  sewerage 
system  in  the  South  Ward  which  has  been  found  to  be  infested  upon  each 
previous  test.  The  infested  section  was  treated  during  August. 

North  East  Hants  Workable  Area  Committee  for  Rodent  Control. 

The  Council  is  a constituent  member  of  the  above  Committee  which 
comprises  the  Borough  of  Aldershot,  the  Farnborough  and  Fleet  Urban 
District  Councils,  and  the  Hartley  Wintney  Rural  District  Council, 
the  representatives  being  one  member  of  the  Local  Authority  with  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  district.  The  Ministry  of  ^Agriculture, 
The  Aldershot  Military  district,  and  the  Hampshire  Agricultural  Executive 
Committee  also  sent  representatives. 

These  meetings  which  are  held  quarterly  in  the  different  districts 
are  a useful  medium  for  discussing  rodent  control  problems  and  ensuring 
co-operation  between  the  Local  Authorities. 

Bed  Bugs. 

5 properties  totalling  17  rooms  were  disinfested.  The  treatment 
consisted  of  spraying  the  rooms  with  liquid  insecticide  incorporating 
D.D.T.  or  Gammexane  and  the  removal  of  any  bedding  or  materials  to 
the  Di.sinfecting  Station  for  steam  treatment. 

During  the  year  a Labour  Camp  formerly  erected  and  controlled  by 
the  Ministry  of  Works,  but  now  under  the  control  of  the  Council  and 
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used  for  housing  workmen  employed  on  the  Council  Housing  Schemes, 
was  found  to  be  heavily  infested  with  bed  bugs. 

The  buildings  in  the  Camp  were  constructed  of  wooden  frames  lined 
on  the  outside  with  roofing  felt  and  on  the  inside  with  asbestos  sheeting. 

An  inspection  revealed  that  7 of  the  10  huts  used  by  the  workmen 
for  sleeping  purposes  and  one  cubicle  in  the  Male  Staff  Quarters  were 
heavily  infested.  The  wliole  of  the  infested  buildings  were  disinfested 
with  o%  solution  of  D.D.T.  in  Kerosene.  The  type  of  construction 
of  the  huts  rendered  the  work  rather  difficult  and,  in  some  instances, 
portions  of  the  inside  walls  had  to  be  removed  to  gain  access  to  the 
vermin  in  the  cavities. 

In  addition  to  the  sleeping  quarters  the  building  used  as  a store 
for  blankets,  pillow's  and  bedsteads,  etc.,  was  also  disinfested.  The 
contents  were  taken  and  treated  at  the  Council’s  Steam  Disinfecting 
Station.  45^  gallons  of  D.D.T.  solution  were  used  and  the  following 
articles  w'ere  treated  : — 112  bedsteads  (in  use)  ; 484  blankets  ; 259 

mattresses,  and  270  pillows. 

Mosquitoes. 

NN’ater  courses  and  ponds  in  the  district  were  kept  under  observation 
during  the  summer  months  and  where  mosquitoes  were  found  to  be 
breeding,  treatment  was  carried  out.  An  inspection  of  water  courses 
on  Government  land  in  the  area  was  also  made  in  conjunction  with 
Military  representatives. 

Cockroaches. 

34  visits  were  made  during  the  year  to  food  preparing  premises  in  con- 
nection with  the  extermination  of  cockroaches.  Regular  attention  is  neces- 
sary to  keep  down  tliis  food  contaminating  pest.  13  visits  were  made  to 
dwelling-houses  and  treatment  carried  out  or  advice  given  as  required. 

The  Canteen  at  the  Labour  Camp  referred  to  under  the  preceding 
heading  was  found  to  be  heavily  infested  with  the  german  cockroach. 
Here  again  the  construction  provided  ideal  breeding  places  for  the 
vermin.  The  walls,  ceiling,  window  ledges,  shelves  and  roof  timbers  were 
treated  with  Gammexane  powder  with  very  effective  results.  The 
Canteen  Manager  reported  that  “ shovelfuls  ” of  the  cockroaches  were 
swept  up  and  the  infestation  was  soon  brought  under  control. 

Ants. 

Owing  to  the  nature  of  the  soil,  ants  are  very  common  in  the  area 
and  are  a source  of  trouble  during  the  season,  invading  dwelling-houses 
and  pantries.  43  visits  were  made  by  the  vermin  control  staff.  In  some 
cases  treatment  was  caYried  out  by  the  Department,  but  more  often  the 
householder  is  advised  and  supplied  with  an  insecticide.  Satisfactory 
results  were  obtained. 

Wasps. 

The  destruction  of  wasps  is  not  the  responsibility  of  the  Department, 
but  they  are  often  a source  of  serious  annoyance  when  they  make  their 
nests  under  house  floors  and  similar  places.  Assistance  is  given  on  a 
rechargeable  basis.  Wasps  were  not  so  prevalent  in  the  area  as  in 
1946,  probably  due  to  the  severe  winter.  10  nests  were  destroyed, 
involving  29  visits. 
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12.  DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION. 


This  work  is  carried  out  by  our  Ambulance  Service  Staff. 

Some  51  consignments  of  bedding,  etc.,  from  houses  or  premises  in 
which  cases  of  disease  or  illness  had  occurred,  or  were  verminous,  were 
dealt  with  at  the  Steam  Disinfector. 

In  addition,  49  properties  were  visited  for  the  disinfection  and 
disinfestation  of  rooms. 

The  Ford  10  cwt.  Van  has  given  good  service  throughout  the  year 
chiefly  in  connection  with  disinfection  and  vermin  control. 

13.  TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS. 

There  are  three 'sites  in  the  district  on  which  caravans  are  stationed 
in  addition  to  a number  of  vans  on  single  sites.  No  sites  are  hcensed 
under  Section  72  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

With  a view  to  getting  caravans  centralised  on  one  site  so  that  they 
could  be  kept  under  proper  control  and  the  necessary  amenities  provided, 
the  Health  Committee  gave  consideration  to  the  advisability  of  obtaining 
a site  for  this  purpose  for  so  long  as  caravans  are  to  be  permitted  in  the 
district.  It  was  decided  not  to  proceed  with  such  a scheme  and  that  it 
should  be  the  policy  in  future  not  to  grant  fresh  licences  to  station  and 
use  caravans  in  the  area. 

Four  individual  licences  were  granted  for  periods  of  six  months. 

A bad  case  dealt  with  consisted  of  a family  of  man,  wife  and  3 children 
who  had  moved  into  the  district,  and  were  living  in  a one-roomed  van. 
The  husband  was  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  The  family 
was  re-housed  by  the  Council. 

14.  COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

15.  HOUSES-LET-IN-LODGINGS. 

There  are  no  registered  Common  Lodging  Houses  or  Houses-let-in- 
lodgings  in  the  district. 

16.  OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

There  are  no  offensive  trades  in  the  district. 

17.  FACTORIES. 

There  are  78  factories  on  the  register.  Details  of  inspection  and 
action  taken  regarding  unsatisfactory  conditions  are  given  in 
Appendix  C. 

18.  LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS. 

Only  one  case  of  legal  proceedings  was  necessary.  It  concerned 
contraventions  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926.  Details  are  given 
under  Milk  Supply,  page  25. 

A prosecution  relating  to  the  removal  of  lids  from  our  kitchen 
waste  bins  was  taken  by  the  Police  and  is  referred  to  on  page  16.

HOUSING. 

The  housing  position  in  the  area  is  still  acute  and  houses  are  very 
scarce. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  progress  made  towards  the  provision 
of  new  or  additional  accommodation. 

Houses  provided  by  the  Council. 

Permanent  dwellings  erected  on  the  Hawley 


Lane  Estate  121

Inspection  and  repair  of  houses. 

Progress  with  housing  repairs  continued  to  be  restricted  by  the 
shortage  of  materials  and  labour,  most  of  which  were  used  on  new 
building  work. 

The  high  cost  of  building  repairs  is  also  a very  .serious  matter  to 
owners  of  small  low-rented  properties.  For  these  reasons  more  work  is 
entailed  by  ike  staff  in  getting  urgent  repair  work  executed,  than  was 
the  case  with  major  repairs  when  conditions  were  normal. 

231  houses  were  inspected  and  121  repaired  involving  688  visits  of 
inspection. 

Particulars  of  housing  inspections  and  repair  work  carried  out  is 
given  in  Appendices  B and  C. 

Closing  and  Demolition  Orders. 

One  Demolition  Order  was  made.  This  related  to  a hut  formerly 
used  by  the  National  Fire  Service  situated  in  Farnborough  Road  which 
had  been  illegally  occupied  by  a family.  The  family  was  re-housed  by 
the  Council  and  the  building  demolished. 

A second  hut  of  a similar  type  situated  in  Guildford  Road  was 
similarly  occupied.  Here  again  housing  accommodation  was  provided 
by  the  Council,  and  in  this  case  the  building  was  demolished  without  the 
need  to  make  a Demolition  Order. 

The  house.  No.  4 Gravel  Road,  on  which  a Demolition  Order  was 
served  in  1937,  was  demolished  during  the  year.  The  house  had  been 
unoccupied  since  1938,  and  had  become  derelict  and  dangerous.  The 
demolition  order  had  been  held  in  abeyance  owing  to  the  effect  of  the 
demolition  of  the  house  on  an  adjacent  lock-up  shop,  in  connection  with 
which  an  undertaking  had  been  accepted  by  the  Council. 

Two  Closing  Orders  were  made  in  relation  to  underground  rooms 
situated  at  120  Lynchford  Road  and  43  Somerset  Road. 

Overcrowding. 

Progress  was  made  in  reducing  the  number  of  outstanding  cases  of 
overcrowding.

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  there  were  25  cases  on  the  Register 
and  11  cases  were  added  to  the  Register  during  the  year.  20  cases  were 
abated,  5 by  private  action  and  15  by  re-housing  by  the  Council. 

Sixteen  cases  were  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

SECTION  E. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  THE  MILK  SUPPLY. 

There  are  3 dairy  farms,  9 dairies  and  17  retail  purveyors  on  the 
Register  and  constant  supervision  of  these  premises  and  the  milk  suppty 
was  maintained.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  4 dairy  farms 
in  the  district,  but  dairy  work  was  discontinued  at  1 farm  in  September. 

One  Producer  holds  a licence  to  produce  x\ccredited  Milk. 

We  have  no  Producers  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk.  One  dairyman 
is  licensed  to  bottle  this  milk  at  his  dairy  and  five  dairymen  are  licensed 
to  retail  it. 

I understand  that  the  demand  in  the  district  for  Tuberculin  Tested 
milk  is  increasing  rapidly.  The  demand  for  Pasteurised  Milk  is  also 
increasing.  This  is  very  satisfactory  and  indicates  that  the  public  is 
becoming  increasingly  aware  of  the  need  for  safe  milk.  Necessary 
reforms  invariably  follow  public  demand,  and  the  long  overdue  need 
for  a safe  and  pure  milk  supply  will  be  no  exception.

Milk  Sampling. 

Raw  Milk. 

61  samples  of  raw  milk  were  obtained  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.  26,  or  43%,  did  not  reach  the  standard  required  for 
accredited  milk. 

Pasteurised  Milk. 

27  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  submitted  to  the  Methylene 
Blue  and  Phosphatase  test,  7 of  which  were  unsatisfactory,  2 samples 
did  not  pass  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  and  5 samples  failed  to  pass  the 
Phosphatase  Test. 

Tuberculin  Tested  Milk. 

6 samples  of  Tubei'culin  Tested  milk  were  obtained  and  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination  and  all  were  satisfactory. 
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Biological  Examination  of  Milk  Samples  for  Tubercle  Bacilli. 

36  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to  a biological  examination  for 
the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  and  in  all  cases  negative  results  were 
obtained. 

Cleansing  and  Sterilising  of  milk  bottles  and  Equipment. 

8 milk  bottles  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  all 
of  which  proved  satisfactory. 

Improvements  carried  out  at  dairies  consisted  of  the  re-drainage  of 
one  dairy  and  the  provision  of  a new  floor. 

It  became  necessary  during  the  year  for  proceedings  to  be  taken 
against  one  cowkeeper  and  dairyman  for  contraventions  of  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  Order,  1926.  Repeated  warnings  were  given  to  the  cowkeeper 
regarding  the  dirty  condition  of  dairy  utensils,  dairy  premises  and 
cowsheds,  but  as  no  satisfactory  improvement  was  made  Court 
proceedings  were  instituted.  The  farmer  was  convicted  and  fined  £3  on 
each  of  four  counts. 

{b)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

There  is  one  slaughterhouse  in  use  in  the  Urban  District.  This  is 
under  the  control  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  and  is  a slaughtering  centre  for 
the  Urban  Districts  of  Farnborough  and  Fleet  and  the  Rural  District  of 
Hartley  Wintney.  Fleet  Urban  District  Council  makes  a contribution 
to  Farnborough  towards  the  salary  of  a second  Additional  Sanitary 
Inspector  to  assist  in  meat  inspection  work. 

A regular  system  of  meat  inspection  is  carried  out  in  accordance 
with  the  recommendations  laid  down  in  Memo.  62  (Foods)  and  314 
visits  were  made  during  the  year  for  this  purpose. 

Two  cases  of  congenital  Tuberculosis  in  calves  under  10  days  old 
were  found  in  the  Slaughterhouse.  Details  were  forwarded  to  the 
Divisional  Veterinary  Inspector,  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries, 
so  that  the  dam  could  be  traced  and  examined  for  Tuberculosis. 

In  one  case  a reply  was  received  stating  that  the  mother  of  the 
calf  had  been  traced  and  that  the  cow  and  the  herd  had  been  examined 
but  no  clinical  evidence  of  tuberculosis  had  been  found. 

It  was  found  that  45.5%  of  all  cows  inspected  were  affected  in  some 
degree  with  tuberculosis.  This  is  an  increase  over  1946  when  the  figure 
was  39.3%. 

Six  cows  were  found  to  have  lesions  of  tuberculosis  either  in  the 
supra-mammary  gland  or  substance  of  udder.  This  represented  about 
1.1%  of  all  COW’S  inspected  and  2.4%  of  those  found  to  be  affected  with 
tuberculosis.  These  figures  show  no  reduction  of  the  number  found  to 
be  SO  affected  in  the  previous  year. 

During  the  year  6,473  animals  were  slaughtered  in  the  district. 
This  is  a slight  reduction  on  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the 
previous  year. 

Four  specimens  were  forw’erded  for  examination  to  the  Veterinary 
Investigation  Department,  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Reading.  I am 
grateful  to  N.  S.  Barron,  Esq.,  Ph.D.,  B.Sc.,  M.R.C.V.S.,  Veterinary 
Investigation  Officer,  for  his  help  and  co-operation  with  the  examination 
of  these  specimens.

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(c)  FOOD  PREPARING  PREMISES. 

In  October,  Councillor  Mrs.  Catton  and  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector 
attended  a Conference  on  Food  and  Drink  Infection,  which  was  attended 
by  representatives  of  Local  Authorities  from  all  over  the  British  Isles. 
The  purpose  of  the  Conference  was  to  bring  before  Local  Authorities 
the  need  for  a greater  standard  of  hygiene  in  food  premises  in  order  to 
check  the  increasing  amount  of  illness  and  death  caused  by  infected  and 
contaminated  food. 

Your  Representatives  submitted  a Report  on  the  Conference  to 
the  Health  Committee  and  the  Council,  and  this  was  followed  by  a special 
meeting  of  the  Health  Committee  to  consider  the  subject.  As  a re.sult 
your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  were 
instructed  to  prepare  a twelve  months  programme  for  a clean  food 
campaign;  circulate  to  food  handlers  a letter  containing  advice  and 
.setting  out  the  appropriate  provisions  of  the  Law;  arrange  for  suitable 
publicity,  including  talks  to  organizations.  Clubs  and  Schools. 

1 hope  the  vacant  office  of  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector  will 
be  filled  early  in  1948  so  that  we  can  actively  carry  out  this  clean  food 
campaign. 

66  inspections  were  made  of  cafes,  restaurants  and  other  food 
preparing  premises.  Details  of  inspections  and  improvements  affected 
are  given  in  Appendices  A and  B. 


(d)  MANUFACTURE  AND  SALE  OF  ICE  CREAM. 

The  premises  of  one  person  who  manufactures  ice  cream  by  means 
of  the  " Complete  cold  mix  ” method,  is  registered  to  manufacture  and 
.sell  this  commodity.  10  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream. 
Three  persons  made  application  to  manufacture,  but  their  premises  did 
not  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Section  13  and  14,  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1938,  and  were  not  registered. 

The  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  1947,  came  into 
operation  in  May.  They  require  the  pasteurisation  of  ice  cream  other 
than  ice  cream  manufacture  by  the  “ complete  cold  mix  ” method. 

(e)  BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  13  bakehouses  on  the  register,  to  which  18  visits  were  paid 
during  the  year. 


AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

Description  and  Scope  of  Service. 

Since  1927,  a unified  ambulance  service  has  operated  in  the 
Farnborough  Urban  District  under  the  control  of  your  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector  who  is  the  Officer-in-Charge  of  the  Service. 

The  Farnborough  Ambulance  Service  also  covers  the  Borough  of 
.-Mdershot  and  the  Urban  Districts  of  Frimley  and  Camberley  and  Fleet 
for  infectious  disease  cases,  and  the  Urban  District  of  Fleet  for  general 
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ambulance  work.  Cases  are  also  dealt  with  in  adjacent  Urban  and 
Rural  areas  on  behalf  of  the  Public  Assistance  Authority.  A limited 
number  of  patients  are  taken  to  County  Council  Sanatoria  40  and  80 
miles  away.  Mutual  assistance  arrangements  operate  with  the  ambulance 
services  of  adjoining  Authorities. 

1947  is  the  last  whole  year  for  which  the  Council  will  be  responsible 
for  the  Ambulance  Service.  In  July,  1948,  it  will  be  transferred  to  the 
County  Council  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946.  I think 
the  Council  can  claim  that  whilst  they  have  been  the  Ambulance 
Authority  they  have  provided  the  district  with  an  efficient  .service  at  a 
very  low  cost. 

During  the  year  716  cases  w'ere  conveyed  by  our  Ambulance  involving 
a mileage  of  15,623.  April  was  the  busiest  month  with  122  cases  and  a 
mileage  of  2,254. 

The  total  cases  were  less  than  last  year,  due  to  a decrease  of  mutual 
assistance  cases,  dealt  with  on  behalf  of  adjacent  .services.  Nevertheless, 
we  assisted  those  services  to  the  extent  of  137  cases,  whilst  we  received 
assistance  on  14  occasions. 


Transport. 

The  service  operates  two  ambulances.  The.se  ambulances  are  giving 
good  service  although  Ambulance  No.  1 is  now  15  years  old  and 
Ambulance  No.  2 is  9 years  old.  Both  are  Ford  vehicles  fitted  with 
Lomas  bodies  and  each  can  carry  two  stretcher  cases. 


Staff. 

Two  full-time  drivers  are  employed,  supplemented  by  a panel  of 
reserve  drivers  and  attendants  belonging  to  the  organization  of  St.  John. 
One  nurse  receives  payment  for  infectious  disease  attendance. 

The  full-time  staff  are  trained  in  first  aid  and  the  transport  of  the 
sick  and  injured.  They  are  also  mechanics,  maintaining  in  repair  all 
vehicles  in  the  Public  Health  Department,  and  the  plant  at  the  Salvage 
Works  and  Steam  Disinfecting  Station. 


Communications. 

In  addition  to  the  telephone  lines  operated  through  the  Town  Hall 
Exchange,  there  is  a direct  ambulance  line  to  the  Health  Department 
and  Ambulance  Station,  with  night  extensions  to  the  homes  of  the 
drivers.  Two  reserve  voluntary  drivers  have  telephones  installed. 


Charges. 

For  accident  and  infectious  cases  within  the  Urban  District,  there 
is  no  charge. 

Other  journeys,  first  20  miles,  l/3d.  per  mile  ; over  20  miles,  lOd. 
per  mile.
